NATO advocates of the we- 
apon claim it would help stop 
a Soviet thrust in Europe 
without causing wide allied ca- 
sualties, but opponents regard 
it as barbarous and likely to 
hasten a transition from conv- 
entional war to nuclear holoca- 
ust. 

The Soviet Union has campa- 
igned strongly against the ne- 
utron weapon since mid-1977. 

In a speech in Vladivostok 
yesterday, President Leonid Br- 
ezhnev said the Soviet Union 
would reject any attempts 
the United States to “trac 
off 1 the neutron bomb against 
Soviet arms concessions. 

Mr. Carter yesterday did or- 
der modernisation of Lance 
missiles and of cannon based 
in Europe, ready to take a neu- 
tron bomb if production was 
later decided upon. 

Many such mfagngg and can- 
non are based in West Germa- 
ny where the government bad 
been reported ready to allow 
the neutron weapon to be dep- 
loyed and where . Mr. Carter’s 
decision got faun a bad press 
today. 



Lebanon says Israel 


is stalling 
withdrawal

BEIRUT, April 8 (Agencies). — Lebanese Prime Minister Selim A1 Hoss 
today for a total withdrawal of Israeli invasion troops from south 
Lebanon and accused the Israelis of stalling. Dr. Hoss was commenting 
to reporters on Israel's plans for a partial withdrawal from Lebanon from 
pest Tuesday.

U.S.: Israel used cluster bombs 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (R). 

— The United States said to- 
day that Israel used American- 
made cluster bombs in southern 
Lebanon last month in violati- 
on of a mutual defence agre- 
ement. 

A State Department spokes- 
man. said : "We have confir- 
med that Israel used CBUS 
(cluster bomb units) supplied 
by the United States.” 

The United States is discu- 
ssing the matter with Israel, 
the spokesman said. 

The bombs, which scatter sh- 
rapnel grenades across a wide 
area, come under a 1952 mu- 
tual defence agreement betwe- 


en the United States and Israel 

It defines the conditions un- 
der which U.S.-supplied weap- 
ons may be used -- full-scale 
war or against well entrenched 
emplacements such as anti-air- 
craft missile sites. 

The .State Department spo- 
kesman said Israel had given 
assurances when the cluster 
bombs were supplied that it 
would observe certain restric- 
tions on their use. 

He declined to specify the 
restrictions but said Israel's 
use of the bombs in southern 
Lebanon was in contravention 
of them. 


In Tel Aviv, an Israeli mili - 
tary spokesman refused to co- 
mment today on charges by 
U.S. Congressman Paul McCIo- 
skey that Israel used cluster 
bombs against civilians during 
its invasion of Lebanon. 

McCloskey said Friday he bad 
information from “unimpeacha- 
ble sources” that Israel used 
cluster bombs against a cross- 
roads three kilometres south 
of Tyre and a refugee camp 
12 kilometres east of Tyre, du- 
ring its invasion March 14. Mc- 
Closkey said civilians lived in 
the areas where the bombs we- 
re dropped. 


EEC agrees on economic strategy 


‘That is not the Lebanese 
demand or the provision of the 
Security Council resolution’,, he 
said. (< We are calling for a to- 
tal Israeli withdrawal from Le- 
banese territory and will pur- 
sue efforts and pressures until 
this is realised. 

“The land is ours and we 
shall not accept less than its 
complete and early return to 
us.

The prime minister added : 
'The Israeli enemy’s methods 
of stalling, complication and 
procrastination are well-known, 
but our knowledge of these me- 
thods is bound to foil them.” 

Premier A! Hoss vowed the 
T fPhan e s e government would 
mobilise all its Arab and inte- 
rnational friendships to bring 
pressure on Israel for a quick 
total withdrawal. 

His statement was the first 
official Lebanese reaction to Is- 
rael’s plan for a partial pullba- 
ck next week, covering less 
than one fourth of the 1,250 
square kilometres it occupied 
in south Lebanon last month. 

The Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation (PLO) earlier called 
the plan a bluff and UN. Sec- 
retary General Kurt Waldheim 
said it was inadequate. 

Lebanon’s UN. Ambassador. 
Ghassan Tueini, said in a radio 
interview the United States pr- 
oposed a quicker timetable for 
Israel’s withdrawaL 

He told the Lebanese state 
radio the 21-nation Arab group 
would seek another UN. Secu- 
rity Council session to consider 
sanctions against Israel “unless 
Israel applied the U.S.-sponso- 
red timetable.” He did not el- 
aborate. 


U.N. peace-enforcing troops 
were reported facing harrass- 
ment from guerrillas and Isra- 
eli-backed rightist forces in so- 
uth Lebanon. But Beirut news- 
papers said the deployment 
plan of the UN. Interim Force 
in Lebanon was not seriously 
affected. 

Norwegian units that came 
under guerrilla and rightist fire 
in two separate areas of the 
south in the last 48 hours we- 
nt back unmolested to their 
original positions, newspapers 
and Lebanon’s state radio rep- 
orted. 

FYesh gunfire 

But Swedish UN. forces in 
southern Lebanon today exch- 
anged fire with gunmen across 
the Litani River, a UN. spokes- 
man said in Tel Aviv. 

The unidentified gunmen fir- 
ed light arms and a bazooka 
Friday night at the Swedish 
position near Burj Rahal. nine 
kilometres northeast of Tyre. 
The Swedes fired back without 
abandoning their positions and 
suffered no casualties, spokes- 
man Jacques da Silva said. 

It was believed to be the se- 
cond time U_N. forces have us- 
ed their weapons. French U.N. 
forces earlier were reported to 
have shot at an unidentified 
man approaching their position 
near Tyre. 

Exchange of boffles 

Meanwhile, PLO official spo- 
kesman Mahmoud Labadi said 
in Beirut an Israeli soldier ta- 


ken prisoner in an ambush ne- 
ar Tyre Wednesday was reco- 
vering from a gunshot wound 
in the arm. 

Labadi declined to give the 
name or rank of the captive 
but said he may be displayed 
to newsmen in Beirut within 
the next few days. 

Labadi also confirmed a Un- 
ited Nations report that the 
PLO agreed to negotiate arran- 
gements through the Interna- 
tional Red Cross for the return 
of the bodies of four Israeli 
soldiers killed in the ambush. 

'*But of course we made de- 
mands in exchange. We prese- 
nted a list,” Labadi said, with- 
out elaboration. 

Leftist newspapers here clo- 
se to the PLO said the guerr- 
illa leadership demanded deli- 
very of the bodies of nine gue- 
rrillas killed in the March 11 
highway raid north of Tel Aviv.

NICOSIA, April 8 (R). — Two 
Palestinians sentenced to death 
for the shooting of Egyptian 
Editor Youssef SIbai, a close 
friend of President Sadat, today 
appealed against the sentence. 

Mr. Lefcos Clerides, Cypriot 
lawyer for Samir Mohammad 
Khadar, 28, and Sayid Hussein 
Ali, 26, filed the appeal, which 
is expected to be heard by the 
Supreme Court later this mon- 
th. 


COPENHAGEN, April 8 (R). — 
Leaders of the nine Common 
Market nations agreed today 
on the broad lines of a comm- 
on strategy to set their econo- 
mies right, which would include 
the United States and Japan. 

British Prime Minister James 
CaUnghwn told newsmen they 
had agreed on five strategic 
fronts they must tackle: Fas- 
ter growth, currency stability, 
long term capital movements, 
including aid, energy conserva- 
tion,- and more trade to halt 
the spread of protectionism. 

Hie must develop a co- 
mmon strategy by their next 


summit in July, in preparation 
for the seven-nation summit of 
l eading industrial democracies 
in Bonn later that month, he 
said. 

The Bonn meeting will group 
President Carter and the lead- 
ers of Japan, Canada, West Ge- 
rmany, France, Britain and 
Italy. ' 

No specific measures have 
been announced here, but Mr. 
r*iiaghan held out the prospe- 
ct of some in the coming mo- 
nths. He said the nine leaders 
had agreed on their analysis 
of the world’s economic ills, 
but not yet on the remedies. 


Mr. Call aghan said all the 
measures individual countries 
might take to improve their 
performance were less impor- 
tant than the achievement of 
an overall package. 

This would be shown by me- 
asures taken between now and 
the July summit, and by deci- 
sions taken then. 

The prime minister told a 
news conference the common 
strategy would be a question 
of "getting everybody to do th- 
ings they would not want to do 
on their own.” All must move 
at the same time, he said.

UNRWA issues urgent appeal 


BEIRUT, April 8 (R). — A United Nations agency today appealed 
urgently for food, doting and mattresses for 65,000 Palestinian 
refugees who fled their homes during the Israeli invasion of south 
Lebanon. The UN. Relief and Works Agency for Palestinian Refu- 
gees (UNRWA) said in a statement issued here that the refugees 
would need eme r g e ncy relief for at least three more mouths. It 
said more than 20,000 people and returned to their homes, bat 
shell damage to refugee shelters, school s, dimes and feeding cen- 
tres in tire area was severe: As a result of the invasion only 25 
of tire 81 .UN. schools for refugee children to south were 
op erating, (he sta te me n t said.

The world had been cast ad- 
rift by the loss in 1971 of the in- 
ternational financial guidelines 
set by the 1948 Bretton Woods 
conference. Now there was no 
monetary system but a series 
of individual arrangements. 

In the search for new world- 
wide arrangements the special 
drawing rights of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund had a 
much bigger role to play, Mr. 
Callaghan said. 

The prime minister said Eu- 
rope was suffering from high- 
er unemployment and more un- 
used resources than be could 
ever remember, and the prob- 
lem was not cyclical but st- 
ructural. There are six million 
jobless m the EEC. 

The developed countries also 
faced a real problem of poorer 
nations acquiring their tech- 
nology and then competing with

KUWAIT, April 8 (AP). ■ 
Secretary General of tire 
Arab League Mahmoud Riad 
said today that the staging 
of an Arab summit confer- 
ence “has become a matter 
of life or death.” Mr. Riad 
arrived here following visits 
to Amman, D am ascu s and 
Riyadh as part of an effort 
to resolve the deep split In 
the Arab World following 
the unilateral peace initiati- 
ve of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat. 

Discussing the Israeli In- 
vasion of Lebanon, Mr. Riad 
said “we must trust the Pre- 
mier of Israel, Menachem 
Begin, when he says Israel 
will not withdraw from the 
occupied territory. The Un- 
ited States should be held 
responsible for supplying 
Israel with sophisticated 
weapons that were utilised 
for aggression and expan- 
sion, rather than self-defen- 
ce,” Mr. Riad added. 


EEC wants total 
Israeli withdrawal 


COPENHAGEN, April 8 <T). — 
Leaders of the European Com- 
mon Market today agreed that 
a Middle East settlement must 
be based on complete compli- 
ance with demands that Israel 
withdraw from occupied Arab 
territories, authoritative sour- 
ces said. 

They said the rune EEC le- 
aders reiterated their position 
that a settlement must be ba- 
sed on United Nations Secu- 
rity Council Resolution 242 “in 
all its parts and on all fronts.” 

Israeli Prime Minister Mena- 
cbem Begin has stated this ye- 
ar that Israel will not withdraw 
completely from the West 
Bank. 

Mr. Begin interprets Resolu- 
tion 242 to mean that Israel 
may keep troops on the West 
Bank and in the Gaza Strip. 

The EEC leaders deplored all 
recent acts of violence in the 
Middle East and expressed de- 
ep concern at events in south- 
ern Lebanon. 

The European Community le- 
aders confirmed the principles 
set out in their special decla- 
ration on the Middle East ado- 
pted at their summit meeting 

in London in June 29 and said 


that these re m ai n ed entirely va- 
lid. 

In that declaration they said 
that a Middle East peace sett- 
lement should be based on : 

Z. The inadmissibility of the 
acquisition of tem'toiy by force. 

2. The need for -Israel to end 
the territorial occupation wh- 
ich it has maintained since 
1967. 

3. Respect for the soverei- 
gnty, territorial integrity and 
independence of every- state in 
the area and their right to live 
in peace within secure and re- 
cognised boundaries. 

4. Recognition that in the es- 
tablishment of a just and last- 
ing peace account must be ta- 
ken of the legitimate rights of 
the Pales tinians . 

All these aspects must be 
taken as a whole, the June de- 
claration said. 

Speaking at a press confere- 
nce after the summit Danish 
Foreign Minister K.B. Andersen 
said the community wanted Is- 
rael to pull out of all occupied 
territories. 

The position adopted by the 
leaders “is in line with this, 
insofar as we see the massive 
Israeli invasion of southern Le- 
banon as a hindrance to peace.” 


Hint of negotiations for Aldo Moro 


ROME, April 8 (R). — Italyfs 
ruling Christian Democratic 
Party said today that every av- 
enue must he explored to free 
kidnapped politician Aldo Mo- 
rn, opening the way for possible 
negotiations with his urban gu- 
errilla captors. 

But informed political sour- 
ces said the party and its mi- 
nority government would not 
back down on its refusal to 
swap Signor Moro for impris- 
oned guerrillas. 

The party, under pressure 
from Signor Moro’s family to 
consider a deal with the Red 
Brigades guerrilla gang, stres- 
sed in a front-page editorial to- 
day in its newspaper n Popolo 
that the state could not be 
compromised over the abduc- 
tion. 


But, referring to the suffer- 
ing of Signor Moro’s family, the 
editorial ended : “No avenue, no 
possibility of restoring Signor 
-Moro to his loved ones can be 
left unexplored.” 

For th e third day running, 
leftwing extremists attacked ta- 
rgets in Rome. A small group 
of leftists set fire to a high 
school near the city-centre af- 
ter painting wall slogans say- 
ing “long live the brigades.” 
No one was hurt in the fie- 
rce blaze, which wrecked seve- 
ral classrooms and caused ser- 
ious damage to school equipm- 
ent. 

Late last night leftwingers, 
who have bombed Christian De- 
mocratic Party offices here this 
week, hurled fire bombs at a 
suburban office of the small 
Social Democratic Party, start- 


ing a blaze in which one par- 
ty worker and his son suffer- 
ed bums. 

The sources said that Signor 
Moro’s wife Eleonora, who pu- 
blished a letter yesterday say- 
ing that she had no cause for 
hope that he would be freed, 
bad appealed to Christian De- 
mocratic leaders to open ne- 
gotiations with the guerrillas. 

In a meeting with the party 
secretary, to whom former Pr- 
emier Moro addressed * mov- 
ing plea for freedom earlier 
this week, she had demanded 
some compromise with the bri- 
gades to save her husband's 
life, the sources said. 

When the secretary repeated 
the government’s refusal to be 
blackmailed by the brigades. Si- 
gnora Moro decided to break 
her three-week silence and is- 


sue her letter, they said 

All political parties have uni- 
ted behind Prime Minister Gi- 
ulia Andre otti in his refusal to 
bow to blackmail from the gue- 
rrillas, who say they want the 
release of communist prisoners 
in Italian Jails. 

But the Christian Democrats 
and the government have not 
explicitly ruled out contacts 
with the kidnappers, who gra- 
bbed Signor Moro after killing 
his five guards in a bloody am- 
bush here on March 16. 

Today the brigades issued 
a communique in Genoa on 
their shooting there yesterday

Time for some 
summitry 

The travels of Arab League Secretary General 
Mahmoud Riad in the search for agreement on an 
Arab summit conference seem to us to be an altogether 
rational approach to the extraordinary chaos that 
governs the Arab World these days. Yet during these 
pery difficult times, we continue to witness the 
(horrifying spectacle of Arab leaders hurling accusa- 
tions at one another while simultaneously placing 
obstacles in the way of an Arab s ummi t. As always 
in such cases, the display of Arab factionalism only 
ets Israel off the hook once again, and serves no clear 
Ipurpose for the Arabs themselves. 

It is asking quite a lot that the Arab states all have 

E den ti cal views on how to deal with the Israelis, and 
riven the long-standing local quarrels that dot the 
Middle East map it is unrealistic to think that any 
single strategy will win the support of all the Arab 
states. But there does come a time when it is in the 
on g- term interest of all the Arab people at least to sit 
down and discuss those long-term strategic goals that 
(are shared by all, and from there to see what common 
'ground there does exist among all the Arabs. To refuse 
to attend summit meetings as a matter of principle is 
to fall -into the trap of becoming so embroiled in the 
small items of today that one forgets the greater 
terns that are of more historic importance. 

We are dealing with a simple power equation by 
which the Arabs are powerful if they act in harmony, 
and they are powerless if they do not - - as we saw so 
vividly when Israel marched into south Lebanon 
virtually unopposed, except for the resistance of the 
Palestinians. 

Instant Arab unity is not what a summit should 
seek, because this is unrealistic given the political 
situation in the Arab World today. But simply to 
continue along as we have done for the past six 
months is also unrealistic, and it is difficult to see 
how the chaos of the Arab World will be cleared away 
except by a high-level meeting of leaders in the near 
future. The longer this is put off, the longer Israel 
marches along unchallenged. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT Saturday referred to a "big surprise” reported by 
the Paris-based Arabic weekly A1 Nahar, quoting Arab sources In 
the French capital to the effect that Menachern Begin's govern- 
ment was ready to agree in principle to discuss the question of 
Israel’s withdrawal from the occupied West Bank and Gaza strip. 

The newspaper says : "Although the Arab World Is now living 
a period of surprises, judging by our long experience of Zionist 
aggression we completely rule out - - for numerous reasons - - the 
possibility of Israel's withdrawing from the West Bank and Gaza 
strip, let alone the city of Jerusalem.” 

"But,” the newspaper continues, "we are amazed that such 
'good tidings’ should come from Arab sources in Paris, unless the 
intention was to administer to the already -paralysed Arab body... 
a double dose of intoxicants to lull it into a longer cycle of slum- 
ber, to be awakened by some Israeli surprise similar to the sur- 
prise of March 15 when Israel occupied the south of Lebanon.” 

AL DU STOUR discusses what it calls Israel's delaying tactics 
over its withdrawal from south Lebanon. It says that despite ILN. 
Security Council Resolution 425 calling for total withdrawal forth- 
with of Israel’s forces from all Lebanese territory, Israel, strang- 
ely enough, has given itseU the right to determine whether the 
U.N. peace-keeping force there can take over and keep peace. 

While the newspaper commends U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim’s announcement that plans put forward by the Israeli 
chief of staff for an initial withdrawal are inadequate, it suggests 
that the Security Council should this time "save Its resolution 
from the Israeli guillotine by making sure that the resolution is 
implemented in its entirety without delay or hesitation. . 

It will be a test case for the council when it meets on Monday 
to discuss Israel's manipulations aimed at whittling dawn its reso- 
lution where it concerns an Israeli pullback from south Lebanon, 
A1 Dustour says.

Financiers meet here 
Tuesday to examine 
potash project 
feasibility report

AMMAN, April 8. — International financing agencies 
will meet here on Tuesday for a three-day examination 
of the final feasibility report on Jordan’s $422 mfllioa 

| potash project ti 

The Arab Potash Company (APC) head a preli- 
minary feasibility meeting in London last June. Six 
.agencies have been invited to send representatives 
|to this week’s conference, following the publication 
in February of the final feasibility report They are : 
the World Bank, the Arab Fund for Economic and 
Social Development the U.S. Agency for International 
Development the Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic 
Development the Islamic Development Bank and the 
Libyan government 

One hundred and sixty eight million dollars of 
APC’s capital is to be in equity, but the company 
hopes to raise as much of the rest as possible in the 
form of soft loans. The funding agencies invited to 
the meeting are expected to decide how much credit 
they will provide for the project within about a month 
from now, APC Chairman Ali Khasawneh told the 
Jordan Times. 

The company has already raised a capital of over 
JD 40 million and Mr. Khasawneh said that com- 
mercial banks had shown great interest in helping to 
finance the project if the company’s loan requirements 
cannot be met by the development agencies. 

The feasibility report, the outcome of two years 
study by British and American consultants, shows 
tii«t the scheme is highly feasible and profitable, Mr. 
Khasawneh said. “We are more than confident that 
we are going to get the money we want,” he added. 

The company plans to start production in 1982 
and to reach full production of 12 million tons of 
potash per year by 1984. By the early 1990s this figure 
could be raised to 1-7 million tons.

Queen Alia Fund to register handicapped 

AMMAN, April 8 (JNA). — The Queen Alia Fund for 
Social Work will carry out a plan for the registration of 
handicapped people throughout the Kingdom between 
April 15 and May 15. A committee formed for this pur- 
pose will, as from today, explain the registration pro- 
cedure to headmasters of handicapped schools. The plan 
will be done in cooperation with the Department of 
Social Affairs at the Ministry of Labour and the Ministry 
of Education. In an interview with Jordan Television 
this evening Princess Basina said the registration is the 
first step in a project to provide the handicapped with 
better services and establish appropriate institutions for 
them. 

Investiga t i o n into chest diseases begins 
AMMAN, April 8 (JNA). — The Ministry erf Health to- 
day started a four month campaign to investigate chest 
diseases in Jordan. During the campaign, which is super- 
vised by Director of thoracic diseases section at the 
ministry Dr. Sami A1 Zagha, samples of sputum and 
throat swabs from some 20,000 citizens picked at ran- 
dom. will be examined in ministry laboratories. Dr. A1 
Zagha said the campaign will start in the Irbid gqverno- 
rate and will move to other areas later. At present. Dr. 
A1 Zagha added, Jordan has six centres 'for the treat- 
ment of chest diseases and eleven chest laboratories in 
various govemorates. There are also two hospitals which 
accept chest cases, one in Amman and the other in 
Ma’an. 

Irbid youth choir formed 

IRBID, April 8 (JNA). — The Irbid centres for young 
men and women have formed a choir, the first erf its kind 
in all youth centres in the Kingdom. The choir which 
sings folk songs and others reflecting social trends in 
Jordan, consists of 14 members aged’ between 15-18 
years. 

Talks held on Amman International Post Office 

AMMAN, April 8 (JNA). — — Minister of Communications 
AMdRa’oirf AI Rawabdeh today met a number of Bri- 
frsh Post Office experts and discussed -with them a study 
they have prepared on the esfoihifchnient of the Amman 
International Post Office which will be built in AbdaU, 
Amman.

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ars. Moreover the 20-ton boil- 
er which would be used for 
extracting the sugar could be 
used for other commodities. 

Another suggestion is that 
mushrooms could be grown as 
a crop, in caverns. The plan 
states that there is potential 
for producing “exceptionally 
fine” pipe tobacco In the re- 
gion. it may sound odd that 
the area should also be turn- 
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ed into a fisheries centre, but 
that Is one plan for using the 
King Talal Dam and maybe 
also the Maqarin Dam, fur- 
ther north. This would help 
to meet the demand for ani- 
mal protein, which constitut- 
es at present 26 per cent of 
the average Jordanian’s diet. 
The dams' primary function of 
course is to provide water, 
not just tor urban areas but 
also for irrigation, which is 
badly needed in the area. 

The plan hints that there 
will have to be some social 
readjustment if agriculture is 
to prosper in the north. It 
notes that there Is expected 
to be a shortage of farm la- 
bourers in the Jordon Valley 
and sketches out a scheme 
by which workers would be 
encouraged to migrate betw- 
een the valley and the north- 
ern highlands on a seasonal 
basis. It recommends develop- 
ment of farm villages in the 
north and makes passing re- 
ference to the desirability of 
getting the bedouin to settle 
down. ■ 

Tourism 

Tourism is the fourth sector 
of development on which the 
plan focuses. It recommends 
developing the Dibbin Nation- 
al Park and King Talal Dam 
as a recreation zone, and 
mentions toe touristic poten- 
tial of the hot springs at Hl- 
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mmeh. Excavations of toe 
Decapo I is towns might pro- 
vide a recreational attraction 
for people in Irbid as well 
as for tourists. And there wo- 
uld be pay-offs for tourism 
if the free zone develops suc- 
cessfully (it could become an 
attractive shopping centre) 
and if transport is improved. 
A direct rail link with Beirut 
is a possibility and this would 
make Jordan as a whole lot 
more accessible to the Euro- 
pean tourist Schemes are 
outlined for the building of 
rest houses and for afforesta- 
tion schemes. 

How many of these propo- 
sals will survive in the final 
master plan remains to be se- 
en. The Japanese preliminary 
plan Is not the first to be 
produced for the north. Dr. 
Tell prepared one himself as 
far back as 1969. But the next 
plans to be produced may ac- 
tually be implemented. Asked 
whether he thought the new 
planning group would deve- 
lop into something with the 
power and responsibilities of 
the Jordan Valley Authority, 
Dr. Tell replied: “I hope so”. 

So Amman, the Jordan Val- 
ley and now Irbid have beco- 
me regions. What of the rest 
of the country? The next on 
the list is almost certainly 
Aqaba, already the subject of 
instensive planning. 

Status of regional 
planning group 

What must be decided soon 
is how these new planning 
groups are to be slotted into 
the government machinery. 
The situation is rather ano- 
malous at the moment. Dr. 
Tell for instance finds himself 
In charge of regional planning 
at the Ministry of Municipal 
and Rural Affairs. But despite 
its legal responsibilities the 
ministry has a staff of re- 
gional planners which Is al- 
most non-existent. The Am- 
man Urban Region Planning 
Group meanwhile has no offi- 
cial legal status and, accord- 
ing to Dr. Tdll, there are ab- 
out seven planning agencies 
responsible for Aqaba. 

One obvious priority for 
the planners Is to plan how 
they themselves are to be ad- 
ministered. And to give them 
credit, there is evidence that 
this is just what they are 
doing now.

it was his group's publication 
of the tens of thousands of do- 
llars that U.S. congressmen re- 
ceive from speaking to Jewish 
groups that finally prompted 
the Congress to put a limit on 
how much a senator or repres- 
entative can earn every year 
from such speaking fees. Mr. 
Dacey also brought out the in- 
formation last year that Moshe 
Dayan personally ordered the 
Israeli attack on the U.S. in- 
telligence ship Liberty during 
the 1967 war. 

Now the long-time friend of 
the Arabs is putting the fini- 
shing touches to a massive 
(500,000-word, 1, 500-page) bo- 
ok tracing the history of Zion- 
ism and revealing many unkn- 
own facets its activities today.

Trapped in a bottle between life 
and death: A recurrent theme 
in Abul Rub's art exhibition

AMMAN, April 8 — Trapped 
in a bottle on the line between 
the desert and the sea; between 
good and evil, between life and 
death. It is the subject of an 
unnamed painting by Ibrahim 
Najjar Abul Rub and one of 
the recurrent themes in his ex- 
hibition, which will open on 
Monday at the Goethe Instit- 
ute. 

His canvasses show drama- 
tic abstract scenes, whipped 
with lines of emotion. Palestine 
is one preoccupation. There is 
a partly surrealist painting of 
war, which shows a burnt out

head, the tatters of the Palest- 
inian flag and in a comer a 
“small black bird - • not a wi- 
se bird". 

There are other tragedies in 
the life of the young artist wh- 
ich find expression in his wor- 
ks. One is his love for a Chris- 
tian girl from whom he has 
been forcibly separated. Cros- 
ses appear in his paintings, of- 
ten toppling above abstracted 
scenes of catastrophe. And th- 
ere is a powerful picture of his 
mother’s recent death, in which 
shrouded, bound figures come 
and go and are swept aside. 


As Ibrahim Abul Rub expla- 
ins it, his philosophy is bound 
up with man's powerlessness 
in the face of the overpower- 
ing dramas of death and love. 
Mummified corpses float circu- 
larly beyond life.

The leftists dominate French fashion, 
even if they didn’t win the elections 

PARIS, April 8 (R). — So cialis ts and Communists may have been defeated in the French 
parliamentary elections but “leftist” fashions will dominate the autumn and winter ready 
to wear presentations starting in Paris this weekend. 

The specialists in mass fashion created their latest collections months before tlK 
elections. were held in March and the prospect of a left victory persuaded the majority of 
designers To opt for sane, sensible silhouettes and a most modest demeanor. 

The centre-right coalition won the elections but the designers are now stuck with the 
more sober creations - - and so is the general public. Trousers, which made a tre mendou s 
comeback in the spring and summer high fashion collections, will be everywhere. Sportswear 
looks will also be common. Yves Saint Laurent announces he will evolve his own couture col- 
lection from last January. 

His skinny, sawn off trousers paired to bellhop and waiter’s jackets will be among the 
most copied looks of the season. But the newest styles in pants are pegtop with fullness 
over the hips, tapering down to lengths just above the ankle bone and worn with very high 
heeled sandals. 

Generally, fashions will be far more tailored as well as conservative. Most of the billow- 
ing fullness and all of the folklore of the past few seasons is finished. 

Shoulders will beTnuch wider, while hem lengths will generally remain unc han g ed , 
stabilised around the top or middle of the calf. French designers have taken a long look 
at Britain and copied some of their greatest country classics. 

There will be an epidemic of tartans. Traditional clan plaids such- as the “black watch” 
styled in pleated skirts will be worn with strict solid toned blazers or military inspired 
jackets with epuaiettes playing up the broader shoulders. There will also be Irish tweeds 
frequently combining two or three different patterns in the same ensemble. 

Colour is one of the most cheerful signs on the horizon. Following black and all the 
sombre autumn tonalities, vivid colours will help to lighten the winter scene. Many hues 
appear to have stepped out of Renaissance paintings, with their deep rich ochre tones, 
burgundy, the warm browns and bright blues.

Israeli seamen end their prolonged strike 


TEL AVIV, April 8 (AP). — 
Israeli seamen have ended a 
strike that lasted nearly three 
months and agreed to submit 
their pay demands to an arbit- 
rator. 

Backed by a government 
get-tough-with-strikers policy, 
the merchant fleet manageme- 
nt stuck to its original offer of 


a 20-25 per cent pay bike to 
the about 2,000 seamen. The 
management also demanded, 
and received, a promise from 
the union to avoid another 
shutdown during the new con- 
tract. 

The end o fthe seamen's stri- 
ke was the only good news for 
the troubled economy. El Al, 


the national airline, was shut 
down by the management to 
force labour discipline on its 
workers. The airline has been 
dosed since Tuesday, affecting 
about 1,500 passengers daily.

Antarctic discoveries reveal new clues to life on Mars 


Weekly Wall Street report 

Investors await new 
Carter message on 
economic programme

The dance s of eventually finding life on Mars are 
beginning to look brighter following new discoveries 
made m Antarctica. 


WASHINGTON, (WFS) — 
Dramatic new finds by scien- 
tists working in Antarctica 
have raised expectations that 
there may yet prove to be 
life on Mars. But new tech- 
niques, very different from th- 
ose used by the Viking land- 
ers in 1976, will be needed to 
detect it. 

The new finds have been 
made In a region of Antarc- 
tica called Dry Valleys, which 
was previously thought too 
hostile for lifts. It Is a place 
where strong winds have 


swept away the ice and snow, 
and where conditions in some 
ways resemble those of Mars. 

Dr. Imre Friedmann, an 
American biologist, has disco- 
vered that, despite the inhos- 
pitable surroundings, life does 
exist there inside rocks, m 
the form of microbes, algae 
and fungi. 

The rocks have- -to be light- 
coloured, exposed to sun-light 
and either porous or with mi- 
croscopic fissures. They have 
the capacity to filter exces- 
sive solar radiation and trap 


water, so that humidity is 
much higher Inside than out- 
side. 

“Sunlight penetrates the ro- 
cks”, says Dr. Friedmann, 
“and inside, the rocks warm 
up. The 7 surface of the rocks 
may be freezing, but a few 
millimetres inside it is quite 
w a r m”. 

Dr. Richard Young, NASA’s 
chief planetary biologist, says 
that tills discovery “is of qu>- 
siderable interest to NASA in 
designing future attempts to 
study planetary surfaces and 
search for evidence of life”. 

NASA scientists, when next 
they land craft, on Mars, may 
therefore break open rocks in 
search for the illusive Marti- 
ans. The Vtkmg landers, whi- 
ch failed to find life or even 
organic molecules on Mars, 
were not equipped for such 
work. 


Porous rocks would give 
more protection on Mars. Un- 
like the Earth, its surface is 
not shielded from lethal ultra- 
voflet radiation by an ozone 
layer in its atmosphere. Any 
Martian life would, therefore, 
have to find or evolve its own 
shielding. 

Meteorites galore 

" Scientists have also recently 
discovered that Antarctica is 
a virtual -mine of meteorites. 
American and Japanese geolo- 
gists during ther scientific sea- 
son just ended, have found 310 
meteorites on old ice surfaces 
which have lost their. snow. 

Never before haves -roeteori-- 
tes been collected in such qu- 
antity! and never before have 
they been so well preserved 
from chemical changes, contam- 
ination and erosion. 


Scientists value meteorites 
because they are remnants of 
the original materials (the ne- 
bula) from which the Sun and 
planets formed. They are frag- 
ments -- sometimes very large 
fragments -- from the collis- 
ions of bodies which did not 
come together to form planets 
or moons. 

Two of the 310 Antarctic 
meteorites are very special: 
they contain an abundance of 
the very basis of life -- car- 
bon. Previously only 25 such 
meteorites were known. 

Biochemists are anxious to 
analyse carbon-bearing meteor- 
ites to see what organic mole- 
cules (the molecules of life) 
have been formed by purely 
physical processes in space. A. 
few years ago. Dr. Cyril Pon- 
namperuma of Maryland Uni- 
versity found amino adds, the 
molecular units of proteins. In 


the Murchison meteorite whi- 
ch fell in Australia in 1969. 

Contamination is the major : 
problem in this research, but 
nil the Antarctic meteorites 
are being handled like moon 
rocks: special gloves, sterile 
bags, sterile metal boxes pro- 
vided by NASA. 

Dr. Roy Clarke, curator of 
meteorites at the Smithsonian 
Institution, describes the An- 
tarctic meteorites “as signifi- 
cant as the recovery of moon 
rocks”. In some ways, as Clar- 
ke says, they are better. “Lu- 
nar rocks, while very old, have 
been subjected to heat and pr- 
essures generated when the 
Moon was first formed .and its 
surface.- was still molten”. The 
Antarctic, meteorites, .oh the 
other hand, come relatively 
uncontaminated, the debris fr- 
om the birth of the solar sys- 
tem some 5 billion years ago.

Eye an inflation 

The latest reading on the 
Intensity of Inflationary 
sures came In Thursday, whea 
the U.S. Labour Department 
reported that wholesale prices 
of finished goods -- the next- 
to-last link in the distributi on 
chain before goods are priced 
for retail sale - - rose at a 72 
per cent annual rate in March.

According to the New Chi- 
na News Agency, “Chairman 
Hua, the Party Central Com- 
mittee and fee State Council 
attach great importance to the 
work concerning overseas Ch- 
inese affairs”. It is pointed 
out that in September last 
year, Vice-Chairman Teng 
Hsiao- ping said that work on 
overseas Chinese affairs shou- 
ld be put on the agenda when 
he received groups of over- 
seas Chinese, Chinese of fo- 
reign citizenship, Taiwanese 
living in foreign countries, and 
compatriots from Macao and 
Hong Kong, who were in Chi- 
na for National Day on Oc- 
tober 1. (Not counted as over- 
seas Chinese by Peking are 
Taiwanese living In Taiwan.) 

At the preparatory confe- 
rence, reference was made to 
the modernisation steps which 
China |s putting into operat- 
ion in. fields such as agricul- 
ture, industry, defence and 
science. The knowledge and 
expertise of Western-trained 
overseas Chinese could play 
a big part in this, and fee 
tapping of this resource Is 
kdy to be a major item at 
the conference itself. 

Much was made at the pre- 
paratory meeting of Chair- 
man Mao’s instruction: “Pro- 


A t t h ou gh overseas Chinese 
do return to China, mostly 
to visit relatives, and some 
for good, emigration from Ch- 
ina is not allowed. Some Chi- 
nese do escape, particularly 
to Hong Kong, and it is from 
Hong Kong that the main em- 
igration to other parts of the 
world takes place today. 

A slight crack In the bam- 
boo curtain may be seen from 
a report In the Chinese offi- 
cial newspaper People’s Dally 
early in January, in which a 
leading parly member propo- 
sed that Chinese citizens sh- 
ould be allowed to travel ab- 
road for family reunions. 

This is believed to be the 
first time for many years th- 
at it has been publicly put 
forward that Chinese should 
be allowed to visit other co- 
untries for a reunion.

MANILA, April 8 (R). — President Ferdinand Marcos today claimed vic- 
tory for his New Society Movement in the Philippine elections - - but con- 
ceded that the People's Power opposition had won majorities in some areas. 


The president had previously 
cl aime d 90 per cent support in 
various referenda held since he 
proclaimed martial law in 
1972. But in a televised press 
conference today he said the 
final election result could show 
he had taken only 60 per cent 
of the total votes cast. 

He warned that security for- 
ces would take strong measur- 
es against any demonstrations 
by the opposition, which is 
claiming widespread ballot-rig- 
ging by the New Society Mo- 
vement. 

Opposition manager Loren- 
zo Tana da is reported to have 
written to the commission of 
elections listing a series of co- 
mplaints. 


New oil 
find in 
Dhofar 


MUSCAT, April 8 (R). — 
Oman today announced a 
new oil find in its southern 
Dhofar Province , and said it 
planned to build a 500 kilo- 
metre oil pipeline to link 
production fields in the pro- 
vince to an oil ter minal near 
Muscat. 

Petroleum Development j 
(Oman) Limited (PDO), whi- 
ch exploits Oman’s onshore 
oilfields and is 60 per cent 
owned by the government, 
said the new oil find was at 
Qaharir, about 20 kilometres 
south of the Marmul oilfield. 

It described the new dis- 
covery as "most encourag- 
ing" and said the oD found 
was of a better quality than 
that in die nearby Marmul 
field. Further wells are to be 
; drilled in the area and these 
will give an indication of the 
field’s economic viability, it 
added 


President Marcos said there 
had been several deaths in 
eve-of-poll demonstrations by 
opposition supporters on Thurs- 
day.

Observers said the presid- 
ent’s remarks appeared to re- 
fect govemnfent concern and 
surprise at the massive res- 
ponse on Thursday to an oppo- 
sition call in Manila for pe- 
ople to show their support by 
making as much noise as pos- 
sible. 

But President Marcos said 
his party looked like making a 
clean sweep of Manila’s 21 
seats. The New Society Move- 
ment is led in the capital by 


the president's wife, lmelda. 

Despite the acknowledged 
setbacks to his hand-picked 
candidates, Mr. Marcos will re- 
tain near total control of the 
Philippines’ martial law govern- 
ment after Friday's voting. 

Many of the provincial op- 
position candidates challenged 
Marcos because of local issues 
or local candidates, not be- 
cause of the military regime, 
and can be expected to vote 
with Marcos. At any rate, he 
will enjoy a huge majority in 
the 200-seat transitional assem- 
bly and is able under constitu- 
tional amendments enacted 18 
months ago to overrule the 
assembly by decree when he 
considers its pace too slow.

BUCHAREST, April 8 (R). — President Nlcolae Ceausescu 
of Romania will visit China soon and may also go to Cam- 
bodia and Vietnam on a peac e ma ki ng mission, informed 
sources said today. 

The only Soviet bloc leader to maintain good relations 
with Peking, Mr. Ceausescu Intends to visit North Korea afco 
during an extended Far East tour expected to start fat mid- 
May. Mr. Ceausescu saw a unique opportunity for Romanian 
good offices in urging Cambodia and Vietnam towards a 
peaceful settlement in a border xiispote which led to fighting 
between the two states last year, the sources said,

Romania stayed neutral and urged the two governments to 
negotiate Mr. Ceausescu was reported to feel that he may 
be in a good position to spur negotiations in view of the 
strlctiy neutral posture he has maintained fax the bitter 17-year 
political fend between China and the Soviet Union.

Having already responded 
at the two-level. North must 
have thought he had an extra 
ace in his hand when he 
chose to jump to three 
spades— two would have 


been quite adequate. South 
cannot be blamed for driving 
to a small slam after such 
strong encouragement. 

West led the jack of 
hearts, and the contract was 
not all bad. If declarer could 
.guess the location of the 
queen of spades, or if the 
king of clubs were onside, 
matters could be handled. 
However, the opening lead 
was almost surely a single- 
ton. so declarer had to guess 
the trumps immediately. 

Declarer won the ace of 
hearts and was off to a good 
start when he led a spade to 
the jack, which held. Next 
declarer cashed the king of 
spades, and West dropped 
the queen! 

This allayed declarer's 
fears about a possible heart 
ruff and presented him with 
a line of plsy that seemed to 
guarantee the contract re- 
gardless of how the clubs 
were divided. Declarer 
abandoned trumps, led a dia- 
mond to the ace and ruffed a 
diamond in dummy. Now, de- 
clarer had to get back to his 
hand to draw the last trump, 
which he presumed was with 
East. 

It seemed perfectly safe 
to come back to the South 
hand with a heart. But when 
declarer crossed to the king 
of hearts. West ruffed with 
the trnmp he “could not” 
have. Declarer still had to 
lose a club trick for down
